Manufacture of Combs —It is said that 


the greatest comb manufactory in the world 
is in1" Aberdeen, Scotland. 
There are thir- 


ty-six furnaces for preparing horus and 
tortoise shells for combs, and no less than 
one hundred and twenty iron screw presses 
nre continually going in stamping them.— 
Steam power is employed to cut the combs. 
The coarse co'mbs are stumped or cut out- 
two being cut in one piece at a f.me.^ The 
fine dressing combs are cut by fine circular 
saws, tome so Cue as to cut forty tooth in 
the space of one inch, and revolve five 
thous.'ind times in tho spajo of one minute. 
There are some two thousand varieties of 
combs mado, and Iho aggregate

produced, of all these different kinds, is 
about 9,000,000 annually—a quantity that 
if laid together lengthwise, would extend 
about seven hundred miles.
